be N my laft,. I made fome Obferva- 
tions upon the Conduct of that 
great Prince Henry the Seventh of 
England, with Regard to his Man- 
ner of treating Rebels and Rebel- 
lion. In Purfuance of the Requeft 
of a Friend, for whom I have the 
greateft Regard, I fhall here continue my Obfervations 
upon the Charaéter of that Prince and his Reign. 





It we could diveft ourfelves of thofe Prepoffeffions 
which are as fatal to true Hiftory as others are to real 
Religion, we fheuld behold the Times and Situation 
of that great Prince in a Light very different from that 
in which they are generally confidered.——A ridiculous 
Notion, contrary to all Evidence, common Senfe, and 
common Underftanding, has prevail’d with the Readers,. 
founded upon the interefled Suggeftions of the Authors 
of Engl Hiftory, that the two Children of Edward 
the Fourth, were murdered by Richard the Third. There 
is not aGaper at the Tragedy of Richard the Third, 
there is not an old Woman who can afford to buy Bur- 
ton’s Englifb \Jonarchs, who is not ready to weep over 
the Fate of the two pretty Innocents, «who were /mother'd 
in the Tower, and then thrown into the River, after beinz 
cramm'd into a Cheft bor'd thro° with Holes, and filled with 
Sand: And their Tomb ereéted by the Son of the 
Royal Martyr in Weftminfter Abiey, with its piteous In- 
{cription, is enough to ftare all Contradi&tion dezd.— 
To tell the Truth, the erecting that Tomb, and pro- 
pagating the Story of the Murder of the Royal Inno- 
cents, were Aéts well worthy the Reign of a Prince 
who wanted to rule by divine Indefeafible Hereditary 
Right ; Henry the Seventh knew that he had no fuch 
Right, and in his Heart he defpis’d it.—But the Affec- 
tions of the People towards the Blood of their ancient 
Kings made him with of all ‘Thiags that he had it, and 
put him under the moft dreadful Difficulties becaufe he 
had it not,.—-Perhaps, no Prince before his Time, 
if we except the Son of the Emperor Frederic, whofe 
Mother was brought to-Bed in an open Marker Place, 
and in the Sight of an Army of One Hundred Thou- 
fand Men, had ever clearer Proofs of Royal Birth than 
that Perfon had, who has been fince fo well known by 
the Name of Perkin Warbeck ; nor is there a Fa& more 
foolifh, more improbable, and worfe attefted in all 
Hiftories than the Story of his being an Impoftor: 
There is not one contemporary Hiftorian who delivers 
the Death of the Duke of York as a Faét ; andthe Story, 
befides its own natural Improbability, is farther dif- 
graced by not being related in the fame Manner by any 
two Hiftorians of After-times, who had the belt Op- 
portunity of knowing any Thing ar all of the Matter. 
We have, indeed, a Relation of Bones, fuppos’d to be 
thofe of a young Child, which were found in a high 
defvlare Tower within the Tower of Londo: But a

grave Author (a) tells us, That fome were of Opinion 
thefe were the Bones of a fwinging Ape who had clam- 
ber'd up to this damn'd Place, as he calls ir, and not 
knowing how to get down again, for Fear ftuy’d, and 
frare'd himfelf to Death. Now, tho’ Lam far from ima- 
gining that the Court of Charles the Second could 
miftake the Bones of an Ape for thofe of a Prince, yet 
we don’t know of the leaft Proof that the Bones buried 
in Wefiminfter- Abbey were thole of the Royal Babes. 
Nothing can be more plain than that all the Fricnds of 
the Houle of York, and fome, the ftrongeft Champions 
for Henry's Right were of Opinion, that one of thole 
Princes, the Duke of York was alive in the Perfon of 
Perkin Warbeck. The King of France was fo much con- 
vinc'd of this, that he might have had any Terms to 
give up his Perfon with his Caufe he refus’d to do it. 
He atted, indeed, by this Pretender as all Kings of 
France have ever done hitherto by other Pretenders. — 
He play’d him off againft the reigning Family of Enz- 
land till he found his own Ends anfwer'd ; and, there- 
fore, fays the noble Hiftorian of Henry the Seventh, 
upon the firft Grain of Incenfe that was facrifived upon the 
Altar of Peace at Boulloigne, Perkin was fmoaked away. 
Had the King of France, had the King of Scots believ'd 
him an Impoftor, a Regard to theic own Charaéter as 
well as to common Juftice and Decency, would have 
prevailed with them to have given Perkix up to Punifh- 
ment. But Henry wifely wanted to reft his Right upon 
a Claim, which Perkin, being, or not being, the Duke of 
York could not affect. It wasa Parliamentary Claim, a 
Claim dearer to him than the Affe@tion he bore his own 
Wife, whom he negleéted becaufe her Tile feem'd 
to ftand in Bar of that Claim; a Claim, which he 





fo warmly efpoufed, that he would have cut off his 


own Right Hand, had it been inftrumental in fo much 
as Calling it in Queftion, even upon the Suppofition 
that all the Progenitors of the Houfes of York and Lan- 
cafter had been ftill in Being. My Reader will not 
imagine, that this Expreflion is exaggerated, when he 
confiders the Fate of the brave Sir William Stanley to 
whom Henry owed his Life and his Diadem, The nob]. 
Hiftorian of Henry has, with a Timidity difhonourable 
to an Hiftorian, but peculiar to his Times and Charac- 
ter, almoft choak’d himfelt when he mentions the true 
Caufe of that great Man’s Death: Take it in his own 
Words, ‘ Ir isto this Day but in dark Memory, both 
“© what the Cafe of this noble Perfon was for which he 
“© fuffered, and what likewile was the Ground and Caule 
“ of his Defection, and the Alienation of his Heart 
“* from the King. His Cafe was faid to be this: That 
** in Difcourfe between Sir Robert Clifford and him, he 
“‘ faid, That if be were fure that that young Man were 
‘* King Edward's Son, he would mever bear Avs againgt 
“* him. This Cafe feems fomewhat an hard Cafe, both 
* in Refpeé& of the conditional, and in Refpeét of the 
“© other Words; but for the conditional, it feems the 
‘Judges of that Time (who were learned Men, and 
“the three chief of them of the Privy Council) 
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on

** thought it was a dangerous Thing to admit ifs and 
** ands to qualify Words of Treafon; whereby every 
© Man mightexprets his Malice, aad blanch his Dan- 


sé ger.” 


From this pregnant Quotation we may perceive, that 
Finry look’d upon it ay Treafon to his Perfon and Fa- 
mily for any Man, be his Merits ever fo great, to favour 
the Claint of Blood inthe abjurcd Race. Perkin might be 
the inditputed Heir of the ancient Race of iings, but 
Perkin’s ‘Tithe was never the better for thar, becaufe it 
was oppos’d to a Parliamentary Title. 


The great Men of the Nation were all of them ia 
their Hearts convinced of Pevkin’s Right by Blood, and 
both Fenry and they would have admitted him to have 
been what he really was, the Heir of the late Regnant 
Family, had not two Obdiacles interpos'd. 


The fir was Zenvy’s unfeafonable and unneceflary 
Conneétions with Aftairs uponthe Contwent : This did 
not proceed fo much from his Wane of Judgment in 
miftaking the true Intereft of Eng/and, as trom that low 
Cunning he vas ever pratifing againft his Subjcéts, 
whom he fill fleec’d upon Pretext of his Engagements 
with forcign Powers: For, fays a great Writer, (6) /t 
may well be fuppos'd, however wife this King fecmed to le, 
many faw thro” him, which procured him a troublefome 
Reign, tho” many Times occafion'd by his own interpofing in 
FoRKIGN Inverssts, But all the Mifery he thereby 
brought upon Lngland affected him very inconfiderabl y 
provided he compafs'd his own E: ds. 


The other Reafon why Ffexry's Court thought it dan- 
gerous to own the Right of Slood to be in Perkin was a 
Confequence of the former, I mean the Unpopularisy 
of his Keign amongit the mesner Subjects, whom his 
Rapacioutnets bad grinded, and hiy Publicans had op- 
prefs'd. A People with fuch Difpofitions would have 
laid hold -of a much feebler Pretence for Rebellion 
than the ‘Title of the undoubted Heir of the Royal

Race, tho’ that had nct prefented, Their Attachment 
tothe dethron d Family was owing chi. fly, tho’ per 
haps they themfelves did not know ir, to the Oppref- 
fions they felt, which made them feck and lay hold of 
any Remedy. Evea Change they thought might bring 
fome Relief. Li Fenry, intlead ot inereafing his Troop, 
hid diminifh’d his Taxes; if, infead of embroiling 
Affairs abroad, he had ubolifh'’d Grievances at home, 
no Pretender would have been able to have difturb'd 
his Quiet, and no Rebellion could bave fhook his 
Throne. Henry was inwardly fenfible of all this, bur 
could not bring his Nature to comply with what mighe 
infure his Safety: But he was generous cnough to fecle 
to ballance his Rapaciontnels by his Clemency; for 
when the Rebels, with an Army of near Twenty 
‘Thouland Men, bad marched within Five Milestot 
London, and had received fo ablolucc a Pelear, Mat 
fearcely one Man of chem could have efeap'd pe hit; By

Me biteball, March 8. Letters from his Royal High 
nets the Duke of Cumberland, dated at Aberdeen the 
2$cth of February, mention, that Advice had been re- 
ceived tiere that Fort George had been taken by 
the Rebels, They have pubhthed a Paper, im- 
porting, that they propofe to lie fill ‘rill Spring, 
ud then to aflemble a great Army of Highlanders, 
and make a frefh Irruption. Sir James Grant's People 
were im Arms for the King, headed by his Son Mr, 
Lewis Grant, who, with 309 of his Men, was within 
eight Mules of Aberdeen. His Royal Highnefs was 
preparing to march upto the Rebels at Invernefs. Capr. 
Dyves, ot his Majelty’s Ship the Wincheltea, had de- 
ftroy’d the Dogger which lately landed the French 
Soldiers with Saddles, &ce. at Aberdeen. Lord Lou 
don and Lord Prefident were on the 22d of February 
at Bilnagown, waiting his Royal Highnefs’s Order 

Whiteball, March io. This Day an Exprets arrived 
from hi, Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland, 
with the following Intelligence 

therdeen, March §, The whole Army arrived ar 
this Piace by the End of lift Week ; and we thall have 
withia theic four or five Days a Recruit of 09 reco- 
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ver’d Men from Edinburgh and England, befides the

of the Arms, and 30 Barrels of Powder. Lord Aber- 
deen is here, and fhews the greatelt Zeal for his Ma- 
jefty’s Service. Tord Findlater, and his Son in law 
Mr. Grant, are alio come hither, the latter of whom 
offers to bring out 600 of his People armed, which he 
will do asfocn as every “Vhingisready for our March,

| Wherein at is menricned, that upon Sunday the 18<h, the 


Rebels lay within e'ght Miles of Lord Loudon at In- 
vernels, upon which, his Lordfhip marched our with 
1500 Men, to beat up their Quarters, and got half 
Way undifcovered, when a Detachment which he had 
fent to prevent Itellipence, going a nearer Road, con- 
trary to Orders, fired about 50 Shor at four Men, which 
alarmed the Country, and threw the Body along with 
Lord Loudon into Confufion, during which a great 
many of his People difpers’d, fothat it was neceflary to 
march back ro Invernet®, from whence his lordfhip 
would have joined his Koyal Highnets rhe Duke of 
Cumberland, but the Rebels changing their Sirugrion, 
made that impoffible, and his Lordthip tneretore find. 
ing himfelf at the fame Time unable to defend the Plice 
with the Number that remained with him, threw two 
ot the Independent Companies inro the Caftle, witha 
fufficient Quantity of Provifions; and havi g pat on 
Ship-board what Arms and Ammunirion could be 
fpared, on Tuetday at Twelve marched out of luver- 
nets, and crofled the Ferry at Keffick wichour the 
Lofs of a Man, though the Rebels were in Pofle Mon 
of ore End of the Town before he left the other. 
From thence he crofled into Cromartie, in order to 
have it in hiy Power to crofs the Firth of Murray, and 
join his Royal Highnets in cafe hisArmy had beer to 
tar advanced, bat the Rebels approaching, obliged him 
to crofs at Tair, in order to put himfelf behind the 
River in a defenfible Pot. 

The laft and beft Accounts we had of the Rebels, 
were, that Lord Lewis Gordon, wich the Perfon call’d 
Lord John Drummond, were at Gordon Caftle, o: 
this Side the Spey, with about 100 Men, juft to cover 
their Quarters. “The main of their Body, which they 
call 2000, ison the other Side of that River, making 
a Shew of retrenching themtelves, tho” they have but 
two Pieces of Cannon with them, and thofe without 
Carriages, which they coufled dlong from Montrofe 
hither. 

‘The Pretender’s Son is ftill at InvernefS, with 3 or 
4ooo of the Clans, according to their own Keckoning, 
fo that if a Stand is made at all, it will probably be 
there. We move bue flowly, being obliged to carry 
Magazines of all Sorts of Provifions with us, which ins 
cumbers and retards us. ‘The March from hence ro In- 
vernefs will take fome Days to form, ay that of the 
Highlanders, of whom we fhall have a confiderable 
Body, muft be conceried and feuled at the fame Time: 
But we fhall be again in Motion as foon as pollible. 


They write from Duffeldorp, that the Body of Auf- 
trian Troops which is to be commanded by General 
Grune, would pals the Rhine intirely by the 22d of 
March, N.S. andreach the Low Countries by the Be- 
ginning of April. 

According to private Letters from Genoa, feme Spa- 
nifh Emiffaries have prevailed upon the new Emperor

We learn from Hambargh, that the States of Cour- 
land will fhorrly affembic, ta order to proceed to the 
Election of a Duke, and thar it is probable this great

They write from Vienna, that there had been lately 
iffued from the Mint half a Million of Hungarian Dol- 
lars, which were to be employed in paying the Imperial 
Forces ia Italy. 


According to the beft Advices from Aberdeen, dated 
the 5th Taftant, his Royal Highnets continucd in 
perfect Health, a great Number of the loyal Gen-
